Years  of  dreaming  and  planning  came  to  life  in  1973,  when  Roxbury 
Community  College  opened  its  doors  in  the  Grove  Hall  area  of  Roxbury. 
Despite  less  than  perfect  surroundings  -  its  location  was  a  former  car 
dealership  -  RCC's  dedicated  faculty,  staff,  and  administration  served  the  educational 
needs  of  four  hundred  students.  The  College's  mission,  as  it  is  now,  was  to  provide 
higher  education  to  those  Boston  residents  who  found  most  other  avenues  to  higher 
education  closed. 

A  global  village,  RCC's  multicultural  and  ethnically  diverse  student  population  has 
set  it  apart  from  other  community  colleges  in  the  Commonwealth.  Although  most  of 
our  students  are  from  Boston  and  surrounding  communities,  many  come  from  all 
corners  of  the  world  including:  North  America,  Central  America,  South  America, 
Africa,  Asia,  the  Middle  East,  and  Europe.  International  students  also  hail  from  Brazil, 
China,  Trinidad,  Peru,  Barbados,  Nigeria,  Haiti,  and  Jamaica. 

In  1975,  growth  was  the  impetus  for  a  move  to  424  Dudley  Street,  a  former  nursing 
home.  This  move  permitted  the  expansion  and  strengthening  of  academic  programs 
and  student  services.  The  college  continued  to  grow,  which  precipitated  another 
move  in  1982  to  the  former  site  of  Boston  State  College  on  Huntington  Avenue.  As  the 
college  continued  to  shift  its  service  base  to  meet  expanding  enrollment,  the  goal  to 
establish  a  permanent  home  for  Roxbury  Community  College  in  the  heart  of  the 
communities  it  serves,  remained  strong. 

With  much  anticipation  and  fanfare,  Roxbury  Community  College  built  its  new  home 
as  the  cornerstone  of  the  Southwest  Corridor  in  the  Spring  of  1988.  This  15  acre 
campus  includes  a  state-of-the-art  Media  Arts  Building,  Academic  Building, 
Administration  Building,  Student  Center,  Reggie  Lewis  Track  and  Athletic  Center  and 
on-site  parking.  In  addition  to  the  15  acre  Columbus  Avenue  Campus,  Roxbury 
Community  College  has  an  additional  campus  at  989  Commonwealth  Avenue. 

With  renewed  commitment,  Roxbury  Community  College  continues  its  legacy  of 
providing  educational  opportunities  for  all  who  enter  its  doors.

Charles  J.  Ogletree,  Jr.  is  the  Jesse 
Chmenko  Professor  of  Law  and 
Faculty  Director  of  Clinical  Programs 
at  Harvard  Law  School.  A  prominent 
legal  theorist,  he  has  made  a  reputa- 
tion by  taking  a  hard  look  at  complex 
issues  of  law  and  by  working  to  secure 
the  rights  guaranteed  by  the  constitution  for  everyone  equally  under 
the  Law.  He  is  the  Founder  and  Director  of  the  Criminal  Justice  Institute 
and  the  Saturday  School  Program.  He  is  the  Co-author  of  Beyond  the 
Rodney  King  Story:  An  Investigation  of  Police  Conduct  in  Minority 
Communities,  and  has  published  law  review  articles  in  many  of  the 
nations  prestigious  law  journals.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Stanford  University 
with  a  B.A.  and  M. A.  in  Political  Science,  graduating  with  distinction 
and  received  his  J.D.  at  Harvard  Law  School  where  he  was  Special 
Project  Editor  of  the  Harvard  Civil  Rights-Civil  Liberties  Law 
Review. 

A  Washington,  D.C.  public  defender  for  seven  years.  Professor  Ogletree 
has  received  numerous  awards  including  the  National  Conference  of 
Black  Lawyers  "  People's  Lawyer  of  the  Year  Award,""  The  Man  of  Vision 
Award"  from  the  Museum  of  Afro- American  History  in  Boston,  The 
1993  Albert  Sacks-Paul  A.  Freund  Award  for  Teaching  Excellence  at 
Harvard  Law  School,  and  in  1995,  The  Ellis  Island  Medal  of  Honor 


and  Ruffin-Fenwick  Trailblazer  Award  named  in  honor  of  the  first 
African-American  man  and  woman  to  graduate  from  Harvard  Law 
School.  In  1996  the  National  Bar  Association  honored  him  with  its 
Presidential  Award  for  "The  Renaissance  Man  of  the  Legal  Profes- 
sion." This  year  he  has  received  the  International  House  of  Blues 
Foundation  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  Drum  Major  Award,  The  Justice 
Louis  Brandeis  Medal  for  Public  Service,  and  the  21"  Century 
Achievement  Award  from  the  Urban  League  of  Eastern  Massachusetts. 
Charles  Ogletree  served  as  the  moderator  of  four  of  Producer  Fred 
Friendly's  ten-part  series  "Ethics  in  America''  which  aired  on  PBS  in 
1989  and  also  in  PBS  production  Hard  Drugs,  Hard  Choices  in  1990. 
Since  1990  he  has  moderated  dozens  of  similar  programs,  including 
Liberty  &  Limits:  Whose  Law,  Whose  Order?  w\nch.  aired  on  PBS  in 
April  of  1997  and  Credibility  in  the  Newsroom  which  aired  in  April 
1998.  Professor  Ogletree  has  also  appeared  as  a  guest  commentator  on 
Nightline,  This  Week  with  David  Br inkley,  McNeil-Lehrer  News 
Hour,  Crossfire,  The  Today  Show,  Good  Morning  America,  Larry 
King  Live,  Cochran  &  Company,  Burden  of  Proof,  and  Meet  the 
Press  as  well  as  other  national  and  local  television  and  radio  programs. 
Professor  Ogletree  also  served  as  legal  commentator  for  NBC  on  the  O.J. 
Simpson  case. 

Professor  Ogletree  has  been  married  to  his  fellow  Stanford  graduate, 
Pamela  Barnes,  since  1975  and  they  are  the  proud  parents  of  two 
children,  one  attending  Florida  A  8c  M,  the  other  at  Columbia  University. 
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
